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A Talk With 'The Holiness Man' 




COLONEL Brenffle was 
busy at bla desk, but 
When the writer en- 
tered the room the genial 
traveler left his work in- 
stantly, and launched Into 
some graphic readings of 
St. ■ Paul's life. The book 
was a gift to the Colonel 
from the Rev. Patterson- 
Smyth, the author, and from its pages he read of 
InneltnesB in Arahia and heart-to-heart talks with 
Peter; cl stonlngs and shipwrecks, of old age and 
poverty, and lastly of prison walls and Roman 
Soldiers, and the headman's block outside the 
city walls. While he read, this present-day Apostle 
of Holiness and Peace wept so that his voice 
shook. He gloried in tbe faith of the old-time 
warrior, exulted when he pictured the poor worn- 
out soldier of the cross as he stood before the 
rich, cruel Nero, because he knew that Divine 
strength was made perfect in weakness; and be- 
cause of that Paul was Immeasurably stronger 
and richer and nobler and happier than Nero with 
all his pomp and power. We knelt find prayed to- 
gether in the Colonel's room, and the glory of the 
' Lord was made manifest while we prayed. 

I asked him how he * was after so many years 
of campaigning; of bereavement and pain. His 
answer came with a voice full of optlmlBm and 
hope, "Better than I have been for many years; t 
am still walking In the Light and Love of the 
Saviour; walking net by sight but by faith and 
in the same way as 1 atarted fifty years ago. I 
believe In my Friend so thoroughly that I trust 
Him implicitly." 

He had campaigned amongst us briefly, and I 
asked him what he thought gf Salvationists In 
Montreal, to which query he quickly replied: "I 
am impressed with the Salvationists in this 
city. They are active, serious, and earnest, and I 
notice these characteristics in both Officers and 
Soldiers. The Army seems to have a very excel- 
lent hold upon the people of the city, and its 
ramifications appear to be appreciated and looked 
upon as very important elements in the helpful 
life of the city. Pastors hold the Organization in 
high esteem, and everywhere I have heen treated 
with the utmost cordiality. That Is a very 
promising sigh, What a magnificent field there is 
tin' The Army's work here!" 
' "Thank you, Colonel, cow toll ma, Is the par- 
ticular Doctrine which you are continually ex- 
pounding, being as readily and intelligently re- 
ceived now as in the earlier years of your cam- 
paigning? Or has the great spread of Modernistic 
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views adversely affected ths common poople on 
this Important theme?" 

"I cannot say that the Blessing of Holiness Is 
being more readily (I.e., in greater numbers) re- 
ceived than previously, nor can I say that it Is 
helng more intelligently understood than in years 
gone hy. Indeed, I would say that there is every- 
where much misunderstanding concerning It. For 
instance, many people lose their sense of Justifi- 
cation and come out publicly to the Altar ap- 
parently to claim the Blessing of a Clean Heart 
when, what thoy really want, Is a sense . of God's 
favor once ffiore. They mistake a Bense dt accept- 
ance with God as the FullEeBs of the Blessing 
which is not necessarily so at all. The young con- 
vert feelB that he Is fully in God's favor hut, If he 
would, following forgiveness of Bins, throw himself 
upon God, ottering all bis redeemed powers io 
Him, the FuMneBs of the Blessing would pOBsess 
him. Too many live in a half-and-half state of 
mind and soul, and then come out for the Full 
Blessing despite the fact that they have never 
definitely known their sins really forgiven. Our 
teaching on this vital question should be far more 
definite. Officers Bhould know It for themselves 
and then should lay themselves out to bold tbe 
highest standard before the people."

"Yea, my dear Capfatn. Tell them to read the 
hooka I have mentloijea, and espeelally the one 
entitled, 'Practice of ike presence of God.' They 
are 'shut out' ol the Meetings, but they must re- 
member that Paul spent a good deal of his life 
in prisons. Madame Giiyon and John Bunyau 
both spent years in the same enforced loneliness, 
but they, with countless others, practiced the 
nresenne of God ind the world was made im- 
measurably richer as a consequence. They musi 
not think that be(ause they are denied some of 
the means to the Blessing that they need miss the 
Fullness of the Blessing itself. 

"Tell them to reid the 14th and 15th chapters 
of St. John's Gospel, and to feed upon theBe as- 
surances. I, myself, waB laid aside for eighteen- 
monthB, but waB kept in the Spirit by prayer, 
reading and a continual watchfulness so- that 
when I returned it was in the FullneBB of tho 
Blessing. They must 'Live by faith,' 'Rejoice 
evermore, Pray without ceasing, !n everything 
give thanks, for this is the will of God In Christ 
Jesus concerning you.' 'Cast not away therefore 
your confidence, which hath great recompense of 
reward,' and 'The just shall live by faith,' not feel- 
ing. Stir up the gift of God which is within you 
as a smouldering Are. Sing to yourselves. 'When 
darkness seemB to veil His face, I rest in His 
unchanging Grace.' " 

At thiB point, Captain Lord entered, and I 
knew It was time for me to go, but as I rose the 
Colonel said, "Don't hurry people away from the 
Penitent-form. Find out their need and pray, also 
let them pray. Give them Scripture and send 
them away with the Word of God in their hearts, 
and with this thought that liowever much they 
have received, there 1b more to follow. There Is 
fullness of Joy, fullness of pep.ee, 'ullncss of love, 
nnd fullness of prayer. Tbey must never lose con- 
fidence but must continually trust in the dark, 
and welcome troubles as blessings in disguise. 
They must not look at other people. It wasn't 
Brother Brown that was spat upon, hut Jesus. It 
was not Sister Smith who wore the cruel thorns, 
but their loving Saviour and Friend, unu they 
must love Him, serve Him, and be faithful to Him."

business for lack i cigar. It 
made me mad at:lf; I de- 
spised myself for vUKiManimiiy. 

"I found, how that the 
beastly habit had such a grip 
on me that in myi ' strength I 
could not break This drove 
me to seek aid fronl, and when 
I got hack to towfain, I at- 
tended a Salvatiorny Meeting 
and went out to tliiitent-iorm, 




Where I obtained the blessed ex- 
perience of Salvation. I realized 
that the past was forgiven and the 
Saviour's Pdood washed my heart 
whiter than snow. Hallelujah I 

"In considering the matter of 
smoking after that I found that the 
money I had spent for cigars in a 
dozen years would have paid for 
my house and furnished it; would 
have met all the bills for my 
wife's hats, shoes, and dresses. I 
saw that I had actually smoked 
away more money than I had laid 
out for our library, our periodicals, 
and our intellectual culture gener- 
ally. Cigars had cost me nearly 
twice as much as 1 had given to 
worthy causes. My conscience 
rose up at tiie record. I knew I 
could not plead any equivalent for 
the outlay. It had not fed me, it 
had not strengthened me; it had 
simply drugged me. Every cigar 
had made the next cigar a little 
more necessary to my comfort. To 
use the mildest word, it had been 
a useless expenditure. My eyes 
were opened to my domestic short- 
comings, and 1 saw, as I never had 
before, how selfishly unsocial to- 
bacco had made me at home. I 
smoked before 1 was married, and 
my wife never entered any protest 
against my cif-.rs afterward. But 
our first baby was a nervous thing, 
and the doctor told me it would not 
do for it to breathe tobacco smoke. 
So 1 got in the way of shutting 
myself up in the library evenings, 
and after every meal, to enjoy my 
cigars. As 1 look at it now, noth- 
ing is more absurd than to call it 
a social habit. It is a poor pre- 
tense of sociability where a man 
is simply intent on his own enjoy- 
ment. My wife owns up, now, that 
my tobacco-tainted breath and to- 
baccu-siuuraieil clothing were al- 
ways more or less a trial to her. 
The satisfaction it has given her 
to be rid of a tobacco atmosphere, 
and the thought of my contempt- 
ibly selfish indifference to her com- 
fort all those years, have humbled 
mc. I tell you. And I wouldn't 
exchange my own daily satisfac- 
tion nowadays in being a cleaner 
man — inside and outside — for the 
delight that anybody gets out of 
his cigars 

"I didn't need to go out of my 
own doors to find reasons enough 
for giving up the habit, but I 
think I found still stronger ones, 
after all, when I went away from 




home. The more I thought aboat 
the harm tobacco does in the com- 
munity at large, tiie more sure I 
felt that it was time for me to stop 
giving it the moral support of my 
example. 

'"1 know I smoked too much, 
and that my nervous system is the 
worse for it. And I think the peo- 
ple who are likely to be hurt most 
by it are just the ones who are 
most likely io smoke excessively. 
And then I've noticed that the 
medical men who si and up for to- 
bacco are always men who use it. 
and are liable to the suspicion of 
their own self-Indulgence. 

"On one point, though, 1 believe 
the authorities agree. No one 
denies that it is damaging indul- 
gence for boys. The use of to- 
bacco by boys and voting men is 
excessive and alarming. We ought 
to save our rising generation for 
better work than they can do if 

growing years, and makes the de- 
scent easier, as, no doubt, it often 
does, to worse vices. 

"A man would be considered a 
rowdy or very rude if he will- 
fully spattered inud on the clothing 
of a lady as s-he passed him on the 
sidewalk. But a lady, to whom to- 



bacco fumes are more offensive 
than mud, can hardly walk the 
streets in these days, but that men 
who call themselves gentlemen — 
and who are gentlemen in most 
other respects — blow their cigar- 
smoke into her face at almost 
every step. Smokers drive non- 
smokers out of the gentlemen's 
waiting-room in railway stations, 
monopolizing these public rooms 
as coolly as if they only had any 
rights in them. I can't explain 
such phenomena except on the 
theory that tobacco befogs the 
moral sense and makes m o, n 
specially selfish." 

The Major's train pulled in just 
then, and, as he took my -hand to 
say good-hye, its smoking-car dr?iv 
his parting shot: "See there? Did 
you ever reflect how the tobacco 
habit levies its taxes on everybody? 
The railway company furnishes an 
extra seat to every smoker, which, 
in the nature of the case; must be 
paid for by an extra charge on the 
tickets of all the passengers. What 
a rumpus it . would raise if the 
government should attempt to 
furnish luxuries to any special 
class at public cost, in this way."

The Dutch Bast Indies are. a part 
of the, domain over whieh Queen Wil- 
helmfna is sovereign. They are com- 
prised of approximately 2.000 islands 
— of which Borneo is tlic l;ir<Test, this 
i/dunu covering about 300.000 square 
miles (six times. the size of England). 
Sumatra, tha second largest island. Is 
three times the area of Euglaud. On 



these islands live fifty millions of 
natives, speaking In various dielects, 
though the official language of the 
colony is Holland Dutch. Lovers of 
the aesthetic may find there the best 
of nature's art to satisfy their crav- 
ings for the wonderful, the spectac- 
ular, and the heautlful.

The 
Dutch, being i very conservative peo- 
ple, did not fervor the advent of The 
Army in ttffelr midst, and for many 
years but little headway was made. 
It took a devastating flood to bring 
the people to a sense of their need 
for such an Organization as The Sal- 
vation Army. The flood came in Java. 
The rain poured down In unceasing 
torrents until tbe rice crop was prac- 
tically destroyed and tbe natives wore 
on the verge of starvation. A num- 
ber of wealthy Dutch business men 
clubbed together and financed the 
building of a settlement of bamboo 
houses. They also purchased large 
supplies of rice from fndla. A colony 
of unfortunate natlveB was then form- 
ed, and the promoters of the schemo 
were confronted with the perplexing 
prohlcm of administration. Finally 
they appealed to The Army leader of 
those days to take over management 
of affairs, nnd eare for this motley 
multitude of homeless, hungry, penur- 
ious and discouraged natives. An in- 
viting situation, Indeed! However, 
ere many days had passed a propo- 
sition was submitted to the General 
(Pounder) in England, and his ap- 
proval was Immediately cabled hack. 
The Army Officers undertook tile 
task, persevered, succeeded, won 
the admiration of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment and the everlasting thanks 
of thousands of natives. 

About this time there lived and 
practiced medicine in Denmark a 
young doctor named Wilhelm Andreas 
Wille, By chance (or, shall we not 
rather say, by act of Providence) the 
volumes of "The Life of Catherine 
Booth," by Commissioner Booth- 
Tucker, were put into the doctor's 
hands. Both Dr. and Mrs. Wille be- 
came charmed with tbe hiograpby and 
admirers of The Army Mother. One 
day they were surprised to noto in a 
local newspaper that General William 
Booth was expected to visit Copen- 
hagen. This interested couple made 
it their huslness to personally see tho 
Founder, :id apply for Off.cersh:';. In 
the Founder's characteristic fashion 
they were told to beeome Soldiers at 
the nearest Corps, perform the. duties 
of a private, and if they had proven 
faithful upon the oecasion of a return 
visit the following year— acceptance 
for Ofilcershlp would follow, in due 
course they , signed the Articles of 
War, donned uniform, soldiered well 
and loyally, met the Founder on his 
subsequent visit, were brought to 
London, trained, made Captains, and 
then sent Cor service in Java,. Tula 
occurred in the year 1906. 

The reception which the Dutch peo- 
ple of the iilast Indies gave to Dr. 
and Mrs. Wille was anything but 
cordial. It was not Considered that 
lie was fit to practice, particularly as 
he had not obtained a certificate to 
do so from the Dutch Examining 
Board. But Dr. Wille was not to he 
defeated so easily. For several month? 



he retired to a tea plantation, stud- 
ied unremittingly the Dutch language, 
and. subsequently presented himself 
before the Examiners as an applicant 
for a Diploma. While en route to 
Bandoeng, he was informed hy a 
friend that the Examiners did not in- 
tend to pass him, regardless of his 
ahility. However, the Doctor arrived, 
entered the office of the President o£ 
tho Board, received ?. ct;rt crnnt in 
salutation, and patiently awaited pro- 
ceedings. Whilst waiting, he Inspect- 
ed the volumes on a nearhy bookshelf, 
and laid two of the books on the 
table. Presently the stodgy President 
entered. "Pardon me, sir," said Dr. 
Wille, "hut do you use this book?" 
"Most assuredly," replied the Presi- 
dent, "it is one of our standard 
works." "And you use this one also?" 
further queried the Doctor. "Yes, reg- 
ularly," responded the President 
again. There ensued a pause — fhen, 
"Let me introduce myself to you as. 
the author of tbese two volumes," 
spoke Dr. Wille in words that held 
tils astonished Examiner as one. thun- 
derstruck. Dr, Wille received his 
Diploma without further provocation! 
To-day Dr. Wille, a Brigadier in 
The Salvation Army, has charge of 
the Win. Booth Eye Hospital at Sema- 
rang, and can take his place among 
the first six eye specialists in the 
world!

In the Dutch East Indies there are 
approximately 75.UUU lepers. Think of 
it) The plight of a leper is sad, heart- 
breaking beyond dsBcription. To see 
one is to go for days without sleep 
from the horror of it. The sores of 
face, the decaying limbs, the stumped 
arms, the scaly flesh, the stench of 
the wounds — rob one of. appetite and 
terrify the sensitive nature. 

The method of dealing with lepers 
is different on various islands. On 
one island, should a native he discov- 
ersd with the dread disease, his erst- 
while friends put him in a worm- 
eaten and decrepit boot, take it out 
■to sea, put a hole in the hottom, and 
leave the victim to drown. That is 
one cure. On the isiand of Sumatra 
a different course is pursued. The 
unfortunate native is given a bit of 
food and then driven Into the jungle, 
where death awaits him cither 
through starvation or the attack of 
tigers or lions. Tbat is another cure. 

But The Army treats leprosy, by 
still a different method. The victim 
is taken into one of ■ our segregated 
leper colonies, situated on several is- 
lands, and there given tha card which 
a human creature desorvc-s. Thera is 
heautlful Pelantoeugan in Java; there 
is the Institution Semeroens, near 
Soerabaja; and also a place of refuge 
on the palmy plain of Meeian in Su- 
matra. In these districts are gath- 
ered hundreds of aiflfrted ones, and 
our Officers humhly bind their fester- 
ing sores and apply all known emol- 
lients for the malady. 

As yet there has been discovered 
no cure for leprosy. There is, how- 
ever, a bean grown in India from 
which Is obtained what is known us 
chaulmogra oil. This oil, when used 
hy a patient, onects a remarkable 
drying up of tho sores. The one dif- 
ficulty in the way of a complete cure 
therefrom is that this oil creates a 
sort of nausea In the patient, so that 
after ten days' or two weeks' treat- 
ment, no -s-.ibir.ance can be held . in 
the .stumach ana the patient refuses 
further doses from mere revulsion of 
feeling.

IN many parts of the world thero Is a boom in engineering, particularly in 
the construction of great dams. One is heing erected on the Nile, which 
will he the largest in the world when completed—larger oven than the 
famous Assuan Dam in Egypt— others are being constructed in India, while 
another wonderful piece of engineering will he the mighty works in courso 
of erection on the Colorado River, the object of which is to harness that 
mighty force. . . , ., , ■„ 

There are already, on the Nile, numerous lasting monuments lo die skill 
and ent ™»" s - of British engineers, but this latest undertaking easily eclipses 
all previous works. Tho dam. which is being erected on theBlue Nilo, was 
commenced some years ago, but the work was condemned. The Soudan Gov- 
ernment then invited tenders, and a British firm, Messrs. S. Pearson and 
Company, were awarded the contract, the sum involved being lour .million 
pounds. The dam Is being constructed for irrigat on Purposes and if the 
Company, was awarded the contract, the sum involved being four million 
will have to pay a penalty of 600,000 di liars. L .. , *,,,•„ 

Twenty thousand men aro being employed in the construction of this, 
the Makwar Dam, but tbey can work regularly for only 
eight months in the year, the Nile being in Hood during 
the other four months. Work during summer is also 
difficult owing to the extreme heat. 

The top of the dam will act as a hndge lor the 
Soudan Railway. The dam itself will be two miles long

Even more costly will be the irrigation project which has heen begun 
in India, also hy British engineers. This Is the construction of a dam on 
the- Indus River, the cost of which will be ten million pounds. There will 
be sixty-six sluice gates, 850 miles of main canals, and 1,200 miles of smaller 
distributaries. 

The dam across the Colorado River will be twice the height of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and will ontnll an expenditure of nearly eleven million pounds. 

If the Colorado is not tamed there is no hope nf raving from inunda- 
tion tbe prosperous Imperial Valley with Us 100,000 settlers and yearly crops 
representing a value of 100,000,000 dollars.

TO r'o back over the years of con- 
tinued service of this combina- 
tion, and write even a little of 
its history, would, without doubt, take 
up more space than the Editor of the 
"Cry" could allow. We therefore 
give a few outstanding items of in- 
terest: — 

The Montreal Citadel Band came in- 
to beiuy on the 2ilh of May, 1SS7, and 
since that time it has been continuous 
in service, and has weathered many 
storms. 

From the beginning the right foun- 
dation was put in, and even to-day as 
a result, "first things first" is the 
motto, and to that account, the Band 
owes its splendid standing. 

Perhaps it would not be out of place 
to mention the names of former lea- 
ders, in the order of their service: — 
Bandmaster T. Smith, was the first 
to form the Band. He was followed 
for a short period by W. Gatehouse, 
who is an active Bandsman to-day and 
still with us. Brother Billy Smith had 
charge for a number of years, and 
after him came Bandmasters A. Dunk, 
W. Ballantvne, J. Robb, and A. Lam- 
bert. 

The present Sergeant-Major of the 
Corps, W. Colley, was a valuable as- 
set to the Band in those early days, 
and Treasurer Douglas also put in 
some real hard fighting. These vet- 
erans are a constant source of inspir- 
ation to their younger Coiiiiades. 

In dwelling or. the ivuugni&ed iiij;ii 
position (both musically and spirit- 
ually) of the Band to-day, much is chic 
'to the untiring zeal and sterling- worth 
of the present Bandmaster, William 
Goodier. From his youth up he has 
been connected with the Band, and at 
the age of eighteen was its Deputy- 
Bandmaster. Some nine years ago he 
assumed the full responsibility of 



Bandmaster, and since that time, and 
especially since the war, with the re- 
turn of former Baiidsmen who were 
overseas, tlie Band has gradually forg- 
ed its way ahead, and has thus become 
one of Canada East's leading combin- 
ations. 

Associated with the Bandmaster in 
the management of the Band, are 
Deputy-Bandmaster II. C. Tateheil, 
Band-Sergeant C. Goodale, and Band 
Secretary A. Sutherland. Band Ser- 
geant Goodale has put in about 30 
years as a Bands- 
man, so is also 
one of its oldest 
members. The 
Band Secretary 
or "Andy" as he 
is familiarly 
know, is a hun- 
dred per cent, 
worker, and very 
zealous in the in- 
terests of the 
Band. 



The numerical 
strength of the 
Band at present is 
forty-four. Four 
members were 
absent when the photograph was 
taken. A number of the present 
Bandsmen have come up through the 
Juniors. This aspect of the work is 
not forgotten, for there is a Y. P. 
Band Class, with — .uch good material 
in the making. 

Then there is a Male Choir which 
has been a great blessing, especially 
in this Province. 

The Band's activities carry it many 
miles from Montreal during the course 
of the year, where successful Cam- 
paigns are undertaken, but it also 
works very hard ■ and is a "tower of 
strength" in its own Corps.

Cheerful Work . 

THERE are good workers and willing workers, 
and the two are not always one and the same. 
It is far better and much easier to be one of 
the willing workers. That means that when some 
extra efforts must be made, when some unforeseen 
burden must be shouldered, when a Job of work 
has to be done in some extraordinary time and 
fashion, you are the man to do it. 

Do not listen to those who would have you be- 
lieve that this is a "fool's game," that those who 
are willing are always "put upon," and that the 
more often you make some sacrifice to undertake 
work which you might be justified in leaving to 
others, the less gratitude and recognition you obtain. 

That is not so. Even if it were, there is some- 
thing of greater moment to you than gratitude.
